as ſhould joyn with them,guilty of the crime of high Treaſon, And prohibit all per- 
ſons whatſoever te give any manner of aſsiſtance or countenance to the perſons 
aforeſaid under the pain of being eſteemed Rebels, and enemies to Religion,King, 
and Kingdom ; And further the Commttee of Eſtates out of their earneſt deſire to 
preſerve the Peace of this Kingdom , and to reclaim theſe men from their wicked 
wayes, to their duty and obedience, and ſpecially out of there clemency towards 
ſuch as through miſ-information were enſnared into theſe courſes, did give powerto Lieut. General Leſlie to 
- make a generall offer to all ſuch as were in Armes, of freedom in their perſons and eſtates, they giving aſſu- 
rance for their good behavior in time coming; All which notwithſtanding James L.Ogitvie Lord Rae, 
' Lewis Gordoun, ſon tothe late Marquis of Huntly, and John «Middleton of ſometime called, Ge- 
nerall Major «Middleton, have riſen in Armes, and joyned in open Rebellion with the ſail Thomas Mac- 
kenzie of Tluſcarden , which ſheweth that no neceſsity for their own preſervation hath driven them to this 
courſe, but their conſtant malice and wickedneſs againſt the Cauſe of God , and peace of this Kingdom, 
and an ambitious deſire to attain their own baſe ends ; for if they had any love to Religion and the Solemn 
League and Covenant, which they have ſworn and ſubſcribed, they would not have engaged in ways ſo 
evidently deſtructive thereunto, againſt the minde and judgement of the whole Kirk, or if they had any re- 
'gard to the Peace of this Kingdom , they would not begin an unnaturall V Var to ſhed the blood and tear 
the bowels of their own native Countrey, and increaſe the burdens of this exhauſted Kingdom, and there- 
by Cit the Lord in mercy preventnot) bring on Famine and Deſolation , neither would they if they had 
any reſpe&tto the King, perſiſt in deſignes ſo prejudiciall to his honour and welfare,endeavouring (lo far as 
in them liethJto divert him from giving fatisfaQtion to the deſires of theCommiſsioners ſent frem this Ring-' 
dom, and now/attending his Mateſties anſwer ; Therefore the Committee of Eſtates aſter mature delibe- 
ration, do hereby Declare the ſaid perſons with their adherents and abettors, and all ſuch as ſhall hereafter 
joyn or concur with him, to be guilty of high Treaſon, and to be proceeded againſt accordingly ; And dif. | 
charges all perſons of whatſomever quality or degree within this Kingdom to alsilt or ſupply the faids Re- 
bells and their adherents or any of them with Men, Money, Armes, Ammunition , Victuall, Counſell or 
Intelligence, or to keep any ſort of correſpondence publick or private, or any ways aid or countenance them 
or any of them under the pain of being eſteemed as Rebels, and to be proceeded againſt as enemies to Reli- 
gion, the Kings Majeſty and the peace of this Kingdom ; And further, give power and warrant to all the 
good Subjects within this Kingdom toriſe in Armes for oppoſing and ſuppreſsing the ſaid Rebels, as they 
{hall be required by the General, Lieut. General Lefly,or any others having authority for that effect. | 
And tothe end all the Kingdom may have full ſatisfaction , concerning the equity of our proceedings, 
and that theſe now 1n rebellion may be yet reclaimed from their wicked practiſes and deſigns,if1t be polsihle, | 
or otherways left altogether unexcuſabl-, The Committee of Eſtates 1s content to paſs by any thing they 
have done 1n reference to this late Rebellion, and to allow unto them freedom in their perſons and eſtates, 
they renouncing and diſclaiming their preſent courſe, and giving aſſurance for their dutifull carriage in time * 
coming : It being always provided, that ſuch as ſhall accept of this offer ſhall come into Lieut. Generall 
Leſlie and give the ſatisfaction aforeſaid, berwixt and the twenty of this inſtant, in which caſe they ſhall be 
free, but that the ſaid Declaration ſhall ſtand in full force againſt all ſuch as after the ſaid 20. day (hall perſiſt 
in Rebellion or joyn with them : And that in reſpect of their frequent out-breakings upon all occaſions, 
their wives, children and families ſhall be no longer underthe protection of this Kingdom, and that ſuch 
courſe ſhall be taken for tranſporting them out of the Kingdom to Forraign parts, .as the Eſtates of Parlia-- 
ment or their Committees ſhall think fit ; And for the encouragement of all ſuch as ſhall ſuffer in oppoſing. 
or ſuppreſsing the ſaid Rebels, The Conmittee of Eſtates Declares, that the loſſes and ſufferings of ſuch 
as have or thall be forward and active in the Cauſe againſt the Rebels ſhall be raken into ſpeciall conſidera- 
tion as their carriage ſhall deſerve, and repaired out of the Eſtates of ſuch as ſhall obſtinately perſiſt in the 
faid Rebellion ; As likewayes it is declared, that whoſoever have or ſhall do any thing againlt the ſaid Re- * 
-bels, and their adherents, or Abettors, or any of them in their perſons or goods, during the time of their 
continuance in Rebellion, ſhall be free of all actions, criminall or civill atthe inſtance of any perſon whatſo- 
.everfor the ſame. And laſtly itis Ordained, that theſe preſents be Printed and vubliſhed at the Mercae 
,Crofſle of Edinburgh, Glaſgow, Stirling, Perth and Aberdeen, V V hich publicatiqns ar the places aforeſaid.
